Press dispatches from Pittsburgh 
Friday carried the news of the death 
of Richard Buckley, a former resi- 
dent of Wilmot, who died In his home 
there last Thursday morning. 

Mr. Buckley, who resided In Wil- 
mot from 1002 to 1916 when he was 
manager of the Buckley gravel pit. 



Able to see but a short distance 
ahead of hlm through a snow-frosted 
windshield in yesterday's blinding 
blizzard, Irving Bower, Antloch, ac- 
cldently knocked down Frank Com- 
fortl, 23, Kenosha cattle buyer, who 
was standing, on the left side of a 
machine offering* his assistance in 
pushing it out of a drift. Tho mishap 
occurred on highway 50 about a mile 
west of Bristol at 10:30 Wednesday. 
Bower, who Is the driver of Mike 
Depner's bakery truck, was returning 
to Antioch from Kenosha and the car 
on which Comfort! was working was 
faced In the same direction as that 
In which Bower was driving.

Bower, who, it Is reported, was 
driving at a slow rate of speed, 
Immediately applied the brakes upon 
his discerning a figure iu front of 
him, but It was too late to prevent 
hitting the mau.

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CERTAINTY OF PUNISHMENT DETERS CRIME 

Crime has its place in the front row of American 
life today. 

This is evidenced by the fact that Rang warfare 
forms the basis of the plots in many current "talkies" 
and "movies", where not so long ago historical inci- 
dents and frontier episodes were the basis of stirring 
scenes around which the play revolved. 

"Big business crime" has created a new vocabulary 
which Is becoming a part of our dally word usage as 
was evidenced during recent tariff hearings when inter- 
rogators expressed themselves In words taken from the 
latest vernacular of gangland. The more important 
crime becomes as a big business, the more difficult It is 
to control. 

Not the severity of punishment but the certainty Is 
the best deterrent for crime, declares E. Hoy Calvort, 
crime statistician of England. England's greater suc- 
cess in dealing with its crime problem is largely due. ho 
says, to the success of the police and courts in bringing 
a greater number of law-breakers to conviction. 

Professors and policemen who recently met in Chi- 
cago for a conference on crime and traftlc and how to 
control both brought out one basic fact, namely, that 
we have inadequate crime and trlftlc records from which 
to draw conclusions and formulate constructive pro- 
grams for betterment. 

Apparently we do not need more laws but we do 
need better records of results obtained under our pres- 
ent laws, better enforcement of present laws and as Mr. 
Calvert says, greater certainty of punishment under ex- 
isting laws as a crime deterrent.

A perfectly aplccd, rich fruit cake 
which will keop Indefinitely Ib one of 
the most delicious things mndo from 
mincemeat. This can bo made mere- 
ly by adding a few simple Ingred- 
ients to pure mincemeat before bak- 
ing, InBtend of assembling and pre- 
paring all the fruits and apices or- 
dinarily needed for a good fruit cake. 

Here Is the recipe for this 
delicious — 

Mincemeat Fruit Cake 

To a one-pound can of pure minco- 
meat add: 1 cup nut meats; % 
pound raisins; 1 teaspoon vanilla; % 
cup melted butter; 1 cup sugar; 2 
egg yolks; 2 cups flour; 1 toaapoon 
baking soda dissolved In 1 tablespoon 
boiling water; 2 stiffly beaten egg 
whites. 

Mix Ingredients In order given and 
bake in a well-greased floured loaf- 
cake pan in a slow oven for about one 
hour. Frost with boiled frosting. 
Sprinkle nuts and raisins. 

Similarly, drop cookies made from 
mincemeat are fruity, spicy, und al- 
together delicious. They are partlc- 
larly fine for packed lunches, for they 
keep moist and fresh almost Indefin- 
itely.

Until we crossed Its very threshold 
the spell of the city held us. Not even 
the noisome belt of Uussiun refugee 
camps and tawdry villas and the un 
kempt tombs of the Hills of the Dead 
could shutter the illusion of that 
splendid skyline. liui when we pussed 
through the echoing arch of the Adrl- 
anople gate the spell wus broken. 
Crazy houses toppled over .he tilth ol 
the streets; a dense mass of un- 
washed humans eddied to and fro;

from the steep lanes und alleys that 
branched off from Hie main streets A 
hundred races swarmed about us. vy- 
ing with one another in wretchedness 
and misery, it was us It a gigantic, 
cancerous sore, festering und gan- 
grened through the centuries, had eat- 
en uway the vitality ol what had otive 
been the richest city In the world. Ami 
back and forth In (hat swarm of Im- 
munity's dregs wundered men of the 
civilization which had prospered out- 
side the pale of Islam, French and 
Llrltlsu olllcers, bluejackets, polius. tom- 
mies and an occasional tourist, cling- 
ing to a smirking guide. 

We plunged Into the dark hywuys. 
sometimes trverslng streets so narrow 
that pedestrians were compelled to 
squeeze themselves lint against the 
house-walls to permit us to puss. Hut 
at last we rode forth Info u wider 
thoroughfare nnd stopped opposite the 
gate of a huge, fortress-like building, 
whose wlndowloss stone walls towered 
above the surrounding housetops. 

"Tne Khun of the Georgians," ex- 
plained Nlkka. "Here we shall be 
swallowed up In an army of travelers. 
No one would think of looking for us 
In such a place." 

Wusso Mlkall made the necessary 
payment to the porter at tho gute, und 
we rode between the ponderous, steel- 
bound doors Into u courtyurd such as 
you Und In a barracks. Around It rose 
three tiers ot galleries, arched In stone, 
and below them were a succession of 
stables fronted by sheds and pent- 
houses. Plies of goods lay everywhere, 
In tlu courtyard and on the galleries. 
Horses, mules, oxen and camels 
neighed^ bruyed, bellowed and grunt-

A Village In American Samoa. 



(Prepare*! by »lie National nongraphic 
Society, Washington. D. C.) 
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IIUlvlC stops unions the South 
Sen Islands will give n thumb- 
mill view of the forces that 
have played and nre playing 
about those hits of Innd that have al- 
ways heh! a fascination to travelers 
from the lands of Western civilization. 
The first port of call may well be Tnl- 
O-IInl, which has neon described as n 
"port of tragedy." 

Situated at the Innermost point of n 
horseshoe bay which furnishes n ren- 
son'.My well protected harbor, Tnl-O- 
IIol once gave ,*iromIse of being n Pa- 
cific metropolis, n rival, perhaps, to 
Papeete, Tahiti, 750 miles to the south- 
west. Tho town, on Nukahlva, largest 
of the Marquesas Islands, Is listed as 
the administrative seat of the French 
government of the Marquesas; but fhe 
honor Is n hollow one, for the Mar- 
quesans are rapidly dying off. The 
. U hundred thousand or more who peo- 
,rf& pled the eleven Islands a century ago 
VW bave dwindled to II.OGO or 4.000. 

When France took the Islands over 
In 182*1 the future Beemed rosy to the 
white settlers who went there. Tho 
Islands teemed with superlatively 
healthy, brawny natives. The rain- 
fall was abundant and vegetation grew 
rankly. Dreams of exceedingly pro- 
ductive coconut, cotton nnd vanilla 
plantations filled the heads of French 
adventurers. Tal-0-I!nl was built with 
these dreams In mind, and stores, 
Inns, churches, schools, nnd another 
accompaniment of civilization— a Jail 
—sprang up. 

Hut things did not work out ns had 
.been expected. The Marquesans did 
not care to become plantation labor- 
ers. They had led lives of ease, 
spending their time In Idleness, In 
^^ gathering nature's fruits, nod In war 
iflkinnonc themselves. Some unscrupulous 
^5t planters tried rum nnd opium ns In- 
ducements to labor. They brought n 
certain temporary success, but they 
helped to bring n speedy end to nil 
hope for the survival of the Mar- 
quesan people. To drunkenness nnd 
soddenness were soon added tho white 
man's diseases — diseases which meant 
little to civilizations of America and 
Kurope that had become Inrgely Im- 
mune to them, but which carried off 
the Islanders like files. 

TuI-O-IInl. which had waxed, as 
quickly waned. To-day less than 150 
people live In the village and there Is 
only a handful of whites. Tho once 
populous valleys back In Nukahlva 
have been abandoned to tho rank 
growth. 

Papeete a Lively Town. 
Next one may sail to Papeete, the 
chief port of Tahiti, metropolis of tho 

# southwestern Pacific, "the Honolulu of 
tho South." 
llecause of Its position almost mid- 
way between Panama and New Zea- 
land, nnd Its reasonable distance— as 
South sea distances go— from Samoa, 
the Marquesas and Hawaii, Papeete 
Is a sort of ocean crossroads, and Its 
cosmopolitan nspectsv^ver falls to, 
Impress visitors. On ItJ^wlinrvea nnd 
In Its streets one encouYiere vanllln 
nnd coconut planters; traders— 
French, British and American; en- 
» gaged In every "lino" conceivable from 

copra and silk stockings to fertilizer* 
and pearls; sea captains and shipping 
agents; French olllcluls (for Papeete 
Is \hc capital of the French Pacific) ; 
missioning; natives; the over-pres- 
cut Chinaman; nnd the nondescript 
beach-comber, 
y Papeete may bo "far from clvlllza- 
< ^^tloa" from tho viewpoint of tho stny- 
•■at-home, but tho palate of the visitor 
;^^to Papette certainly will not suffer for 
delcctnblo food. In tho bustling port 
town with Its -2,000 French residents, 
some of them competent chefs, one 
niny find viands that would not bo 
amiss In the restaurants of the Hue do 
la 'Pair— from vln rouge, through 
poulct rotl to enfe molr, ,. And If be 
wishes native food ho may faro well 
on coconut-fed pig roasted whole, fish 
with coconut sauce, shrimp, baked 
banana, nnd baked breadfruit, tho lat- 
ter with a texture like very llnocheeso 
nnd an Indescribable, mildly pleasant 
flavor. For desert he will have 
oranges, pineapples and various {rop- 

Ical fruits. , 

The most ambitious sight-seeing trip 
in Tahiti Is a circuit of tho Islands 
4>y horse-drawn vehicle, ; aloug the 



coastal strip. Th!s>entni!s the ford- 
lug of many streams which flow out 
of tho mountains of the Interior. Or 
one may push up one of the ninny 
valleys over trails that skirt swift 
si rea ins nnd plunge through tunnels of 
verdure to u mountain top. If one 
climbs for the view, however, tho time 
must be well chosen, for clouds shroud 
tho mountain summits n Inrge part of 
the time. Tho most novel Blghtscelng 
trip Is mado In a smnll boat to the 
coral reefs where, through water 
crystal clear, one may look down upon 
n beautiful under-sea garden of weird 
nnd beautiful growths among which 
dart brilliantly colored fishes. 
Pago Pago's Wonderful Harbor. 
For the third stopping place, one 
should visit Pago Pago, capital of 
American Samoa, which Is the only bit 
of American soil that lies south of 
the Kquator. 

Pago- Pago practically fell Into tho 
lap of n none too willing America, 
whllo various powers were seeking 
Islnnd territory In the Pacific. Hut If 
the entire South sens had been combed 
with nil the other nations standing 
deferentially by, a better location for 
n naval base hardly could have been 
chosen. Most South sea harbors are 
little 'more than crescent bays, pro- 
tected by coral reefs, their safety 
largely dependent on the direction of 
the wind. At Pago Pago ships sail 
Into the heart of n huge extinct vol- 
canic crnter, only n narrow entrance 
open to the sen. Furthermore, there 
Is n shnrp turn Inside, the whole har- 
bor being shnped much like tho nnklo 
nnd foot of a stocking. 

The United States naval station Is 
situated on the "instep," Its bnck 
toward the sea, but with high moun- 
talns Intervening. Pago Pago town 
lies ut the "toe." Most of the nnchor- 
nge Is entirely out of sight of the 
sen, nnd the ships lie in deep plncld 
water even* when destructive gales are 
blowing outside. 

Giving Pngo Pago the premier place 
among South sen havens does not do It 
Justice. Muny famous harbors are 
morO commodious; but It Is hardly 
too. much to say that Pago Pago Is 
at onco one of the safest and most 
beautiful harbors In the world. A nar- 
row strip of level land rims the har- 
bor. Immediately beyond this strip 
the sides rise up steeply to moun- 
tainous heights, the sloping walls cov- 
ered with varying shades of green, 
tropical vegetation. In addition 'to the 
naval station nnd Pago Pago town, 
three or four villages nestle close to 
tho wntcr's edge around the harbor, 
their thatched huts half hidden by 
coconut palms. 

The harbor of Pngo Pago almost 
cuts the Island of Tutulln In two. 
This is tho largest Isle of American 
Samoa. 17 miles long nnd about- 5 
miles wide. The other American 
Islands lie about 00 miles to the east. 
Only one, Tau, about 5 miles In diam- 
eter, Is of Importance, though two 
smaller Isles are Inlinhltcd. Alto- 
gether tho population of American 
Samoa Is about 8,000 somo 0,000 re- 
siding on Tutulln. 

American Samoa has been little 
spoiled by the civilization of the moth- 
er country, or that of other whites. 
Few whites reside In tho Islands be- 
sides tho small group of missionaries 
and tho officers, m*n nnd nurses nt 
tho naval stutlon. Only one planta- 
tion Is owned by n white man nnd 
only three or four whites have lease- 
holds. Practically the entire surface 
of the islands Is owneiMn small tracts 
by Individual natives. Tho United 
States even bought from Individual 
landlords tho- 40 acres needed for Its 
naval establishment.

Smooth Tree Dangerous 

When Lightning Rages 

Smooth-barked trees served as fatal 
roosts for thousands of birds near St. 
Charles, Mo., when they were charged 
with electricity during n storm Inst 
August, Dr. William G. Wilson, ornith- 
ologist, will tell the United Stntes De- 
partment of Agriculture In a report 
which he is preparing. More than 
5.000 dead birds were reported to h'nve 
been found on n farm a short distance 
from St Charles, and more than 1,100 
on another farm, following the storm. 
"I have never heard of a case of this 
kind before," Doctor Wilson said, "and 
It may not happen again In a thousand 
yenrs, but I believe thnt it Is worth re- 
porting to federal experts. In my opin- 
ion ouly birds roosting on smooth- 
barked trees were killed when un- 
usual atmospheric conditions charged 
tho trees with electricity. I believe 
that this kind of tree is a conductor 
of electricity during n storm because 
water cannot be absorbed, making the 
tree attractive to the electrical charge. 
Tho charge was not strong enough to 
kill any but the smallest birds, how- 
ever, since no large ones were found 
to bave been victims."
